London, Dec, 19.— Lord Curzon, 
speaking last night in the house of 
lords, in which he is government 
leader, declared the question of eva- 
cuation of Cologne area could not be 
taken up before the report of the 
allied military control commission 
was made on January 10, when the 
allies would discuss the extent to 
which the terms of the treaty of 
Versailles had been carried out and 
whether the first stage of the eva- 
cuation of German occupied territory 
should be begun. 

“Great Britain,” he said, “has not 
the slightest desire to continue the 
occupation. The sooner it is ended 
the better, from Great Britain's view- 
point and from the viewpoint of the 
world.” 

Consternation in Berlin 

Berlin, Dec. 18—The speech of 
Lord Curzon in London last night, 
forecasting that the Cologne area will 
not be evacuated January 10 (five 
years from the date of the exchange 
of ratifications of the treaty of Ver- 
sailles) is viewed with consternation 
by the German foreign office. Non- 
evacuation on that date, it is de- 
clared, would be regarded as a breach 
of the Versailles treaty. 

The foreign office takes the view 
that “the triumphant onward march 
of the fulfillment and reconstruction 
policy, which has constantly won over 
wider circles of the German popula- 
tion will be abruptly halted and the 
direst inner political consequences 
ensue” if the allies, without consulting 
the German government sent it a note 
informing it of their decision not to 
evacuate. 

The foreign office sees in Lord Cur- 
zon’s statement evidence that the 
allies have already agreed on their 
policy, and it considers the failure to 
negotiate with Germany as “extreme- 
ly painful.”

FEDERAL SESSION 


Will Open On February 5th. 


Ottawa, Dec. 19—Parliament opens 
Thursday, February 5, for a session 
which will probably last well into the 
summer months and with a_ sub- 
sequent general election in the 
balance. Since last season the stand- 
ing of the parties has changed but 
little. Elated with by-election results, 
Liberals feel, however, that their 
strategical position in the country has 
improved much beyond the actual 
party gain in West Hastings and that 
the government can meet its fourth 
session. 

The coming session promises to be 
historical. Premier King on a num- 
ber of occasions has announced the 
intention of the government to bring 
down a constitutional amendment to 
limit the veto power of the senate, 
just as the Parliament Act of Great 
Britain limited the veto powers of the 
lords. But such a_ constitutional 
amendment will only be brought 
about—such is the general expecta- 
tion—after a long and bitter fight. 
Opponents in both houses are ex- 
pected to fight it on the ground thnt 
there should be no amendment of 
the confederation agreement embod- 
ied in the British North America Act 
without prior consent to the federat- 
ing provinces. 


WILLIAM GREEN NEW LABOR 
LEADER 


New York, Dec. 19.—William 
Green, of Ohio, was today elected 
president of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor. 

The election of Mr. Green was 
unanimous, The keynote of his ad- 
ministration, he said, would be con- 
structive progressism. 

“I believe in always driving ahead, 
but in building permanently as we 
go,” he said. 

James P. Noonan, president of the 
International Brotherhood of Elec- 
trical Workers, was elected eighth 
vice-president to fill the vacancy on 
the executive counci] caused by 
Green’s promotion. 

Mr. Green was chosen by the 
federation’s executive council to suc- 
ceed Samuel Gompers, who died last 
Saturday after having served forty- 
three years as president of the 
federation. 

The new president of the federa- 
tion had been a vice-president of the 
organization since 1913.

FERNIE MINERS SIGN UP NEW 
AGREEMENT AT LOWER SCALE 


Fernie, B.C. Dec. 19.—With 
practically the unanimous support of 
the Fernie and Coal Creek miners 
behind them, the special committee 
of the newly formed British Colum- 
bia Miners’ Association late last eve- 
ning signed a new wage scale agree- 
ment with the Crow’s Nest Pass Coal 
mines, and made arrangements to 
resume work so soon as the mines 
are ready for operation. 


Fernie, B.C., Dec. 19—The de- 
cision to sign was reached at a mass 
meeting held in the Isis theatre here 
earlier in the evening when the pro- 
posed agreement, carrying a con- 
siderable reduction in wages, was 
placed before the men and fully 
explained. 

A secret ballot was taken on the 
agreement and 381 voted for accept- 
ance, 24 against, and nine ballots 
were spoiled. 

The result of the vote was com- 
municated to the management, who 
are making immediate preparations 
for a resumption of work and will 
sign their men on for duty Friday | 
and Saturday. | 

It is expected that the mines will 
open on Monday next with a full 
crew. Local miners who had left the 
city to seek other employment are 
already returning to the city and 
seem quite satisfied to resume work 
on the terms arranged between the |i 
new association and the operators.

Wrapping Christmas Parcels 


A simple gift attractively wrapped 
often makes a_ happier 
than a more elaborate present care- 
lessly done up. It is not necessary 


ing up the packages, but gay colored

It 
is reported that scarcely any bedding 
and clothing was saved. The fire 
started from an overheated stove and 
it is thought that the pipe running 
through the roof of the adjoining 
shanty started the fire as the roof 
on the outside was on fire before it 
was noticed and quickly spread all 
over the whole structure rendering it 
almost impossible to save anything 
inside. There was also about four or 
five tons of coal near the house which 
was also burned. The family were 
kindly taken in by a neighbor for the 
night and possibly will receive tem- 
porary aid until something can be 
done to furnish them with something 
permanent. The house belonged to the 
owner of the farm from whom Mr.
